In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant argued the points given in the amendment filed 03 
November 2003, that "planar" in claims 13, 24. and 27defined over Ayliffe et al. and that the metal layer being formed 
from a single mask in claim 30 defined over the reference. The examiner disagreed in that there was no evidence of 
record, other than attorney argument, that the dielectric layer of Ayliffe et al. was not planar and that the single mask 
limitation of claim 30 did not imply any more structure than that taught by Ayliffe et al. Applicant requested a chance to 
file a supplemental amendment.
